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Mistrial Declared in Dr. Edwards’ Case; 


Jury Stood Eleven t 


to Que For Acquittal; 


Solicitor Will Fight Motion for Release 


Bessemer, Ala., Feb. 3—One 
lone juror stood between Dr. 
George T, Edwards and free- 
dom, it developed this after- 
noon after a mistrial had been 
declared inthe case of the 
Fairfield physician, charged 
with wife murder. For nearly 
three ‘daye the vote of the jury 
had stood eleven to one for 
acquittal. 

“It would have stayed that 
way until,doomsday, before I 
would have voted against my 
convictions,’ said Frank J. 
Stuckey, who stuck to the last 
for a short prison sentence for 
Edwards. 

Judge J. C. B. Gwin called 
the jury out shortly after noon 
Tuesday. It had been consid- 


ering the case since 12:35 Sat-| 


urday after a six-day trial. 

The first two ballote stood 
ten to two for acquittal, Fore- 
man Norman BH, Thompson vot- 
ing for conviction. Thereafter 
it was Stuckey, a brick-mason, 
against the crowd. 

The long confinement told 
on the tempers of the jurors 
and the Tuesday morning ses- 
sion is said to have been a 
stormy one. Several times, it 
was said personal difficulties 
were evaded with difficulty. 

The stand of a majority of 
the jury for acquittal will prob 
ably lead to release of Dr. Wd- 
wards on bond. George Ross, 
attorney for the doctor, said on 
Tuesday afternoon that he was 
planning to institute court pro- 
ceedings with that end in view 
Just when he would do it, he 
did not know. Dr. Edwards 
has now been in jail since Dec- 
ember 2, the day his young 
wife was slain while asleep in 
their Fairfield home. 

Dr. Edwards was manifestly 
disappginted when the jury 
told Judge Gwin that hope of 
agreement was impossible. 
But he brightened considerably 
when told later by newspaper 
men how the jury had stood. 

“That’s good, you couldn't 
expect more than that.” And 
he added that he certainly ap- 
preciated the way his friends 
had stood by him during the 
trial. 

The members of the jury, un- 
shaved, weary to the marrow, 
wanted nothing so much as to 
get away from the courthouse 


defense will use this as an ar- 
gument for bond. 

Solicitor Perry, in charge 
of the prosecution, will resist 
any such motion with all the 
vigor of his office, it was said. 
In fact, the solicitor, while dis- 
appointed at failure to convict, 
showed not the least sign of.a 
let-up. On the contrary, he 
told newspapermen that he ex- 
pected the state to make a 
much better showing at the 
next trial, which is expected to 
come at the end of the present 
term of court. 

Mistrial, which was entered 
shortly after 12:30 o’clock 
Tuesday after the jury had 
been out virtually 72 hours, 
was caused by one juror— 
Frank J. Stueckey—who stuck 
to the last for conviction, the 
final ballot being 11 to 1 for 
acquittal. 

The first and second ballots 
stood 10 to 2 for acquittal, it 
was learned, Norman E. Thom- 
pson, foreman of the jury vot- 
ing with Stuckey but from then 
on through three whole days, 
each sueceeding ballot was the 
same, 11 to 1. 

Stuckey, in talking with a 
reporter later, said that he had 
voted as his conscience dicta- 
ted and as he saw the evidence 
and that-he would have “stay- 
ed there until doomsday” be- 
fore voting against his con- 
victions. 

When asked by reporters 
for a statement, Dr. Edwards 
declined to comment, but when 
one of them gave him the first 
news of how the jury had 
stood, he brightened and said: 
“You couldn’t expect much 
more than that.” 

“But, doctor,” another re- 
porter pressed, ‘‘don’t you wish 
to thank your many friends 
who stood by you during the 
trial?” “TI certainly do,” he 
replied. ‘Their confidence in 
me has been wonderful. I 
thank them from the bottom of 
my heart.”

Winfield, Ala. Feb. 2— 
Traffic was restored on the 
Irisco railroad Monday while 
Mrs. Elizabeth Northeutt, of 
Lexington, Okla., is dead and 
21 persons injured as the re- 
sult of a wreck near here early 
Sunday. 

Two day coaches, one Pull- 
man, a baggage coach and the 
mail ear of passenger train 
No. 104, en route to Memphis 
from Birmingham, were de- 
railed about two miles west of 
here. After leaving the track 
the first of the derailed cars 
crashed through a small trestle 
and ‘was badly damaged. The 
engine and two rear coaches 
were not derailed. 

Practically every physician 
in the vicinity of Winfield 
rushed to the scene immediate- 
ly after the wreck and admin- 
istered aid to the injured per- 
sons until a special train could 
be brought from Memphis to 
transfer them to the Amory 
hospital. The body of Mrs. 
Northeutt is being held in Win- 
field pending funeral arrange- 
ments. Mrs. Northeutt was 
enroute to her home after vis- 
iting friends and_ relatives in 
Winfield.

: Last year the recommenda- 
tions of the best farmers in S. 
HE. Alabama who had co-oper- 
ated with the Experiment Sta- 
tion at Auburn for 13 years in 
local fertilizer test work were 
not less than 200 pounds-acid
